bon Society. 


"People will call and ask, 'How 


many feathers does an eagle 
h a v e ? ' " Kevin said. "Those 
things can really drive you up a 
wall." 


We walked along a bit further, 


past more condors and toward 
griffon vultures. Everyone knows 
that vultures are horrible creat- 
ures. If you must hate something, 
then hate a vulture. 


"I SUPPOSE that's because 


they're known as a dirty bird," 
g«id Kevin. "I don't really know. I 
don't hate vultures." 


Kevin steered us toward the 


Rookery, a bird spot inside the 
Lincoln Park Zoo. It's a winding

S i x t y fifth-graders at Berkley 


School, Arlington Heights, will be 
transferred this fall to Rand Junior 
High School. 


The transfer was approved by the 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Board of 
Education Tuesday to relieve over- 
crowded conditions at Berkley. The 
two schools are next to one another 
with Berkley at 2501 N. Chestnut and 
Rand at 2550 N. Arlington Heights Rd. 


> The students and two 
fifth-grade 


teachers will be housed in two class- 
rooms in the Rand building. Music, 
p h y s i c a l education, learning dis- 
abilities and speech teachers in the 
Berkley program will be available to 
the fifth graders.' Fifth graders who 
walk to school would return home for 
lunch and those who ride the bus to 
school would go to Berkley for lunch. 


SUPT. DONALD STRONG said the 


administration had several options to 
relieve the overcrowding, at Berkley. 
It could bus the students to another 
e l e m e n t a r y school, change the 
school's attendance boundary or as- 
sign the fifth graders to Rand Junior 
High. He said the administration 
chose to transfer students to Rand be- 
cause the students would attend Rand 


as sixth graders anyway and many 
students would still be close enough to 
walk to school. 


Strong said the transfer would prob- 


ably continue for another two or three 
years until the enrollment declines 
enough at Berkley to once again 
house the fifth graders- 


Several board members asked if the 


parents of the fifth graders had ex- 
pressed an opinion on the transfer. 
Strong said the parents had been noti- 
fied of the proposed transfer by letter 
but he had heard very few comments. 


The -transfer was approved by a

bona fide- estimate of loss that must 
be verified by the SBA before the loan 
will be made 


Tornado-damaged areas adjacent to

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'State of alert' declared in Argentina 


BULLETIN 


Argentina President Isabel Peron 


was reported to have boarded an air- 
craft for an unkown destination Wed- 
esday. 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPI) 


— Seventy army tanks were reported 
moving to a provincial capital Tues- 
day amid spreading rumors of a pos- 
sible military coup against the gov- 
ernment of President Isabel Peron. 
The Peronist, party declared a nation- 
al state of alert. 


The private news agency Noticlas 


Argentines reported a column of 70 
army tanks moving from Magdalena, 
62 miles east of Buenos Aires, to La 
Plata, a provincial capital 35 miles 
southeast of the capital. 


The agency gave no reason for the 


maneuver. 


The declaration by Peronist party 


leaders said an alert had been called 


the "length and breadth of the, nation 
to firmly and decisively face the de- 
fense of the national constituion." 


The Peronist leadership said a 


"campaign of rumors" and the "in- 
sidious subversion of the 
armed 


forces" was forming a "pincer oper- 
ation to suffocate the constitutional 
system." 


The party last December called a 


similar state of alert when an air 
force unit unsuccessfully 
rebelled 


against the government. 


It was not known if the rank and 


file membership of the party would 
• heed the call in the face of the mount- 
ing possibilities of a coup. 


The party .called on its followers to 


face the emergency with "loyalty, un- 
ity, solidarity and organization." 


The call for the alert was issued af- 


ter rumors of a possible coup reached 
fever pitch and 11 guerrillas were re- 
ported killed in clashes with security 
forces. 


Ten guerrillas were killed during a 


runnng' gun battle that lasted until 
dawn in La Plata. 35 miles southeast 
of Buenos Aires, according to the gov- 
ernment news agency Telam. 


Two policemen were wounded in the 


'battle, 'in which police, soldiers and 
marines fought off'guerillas who fired 
machineguns- from the sunroofs of 
speeding cars. , 


In another shootout near the indus- 


trial city of Cordoba, 440 miles north- 
west of Buenos Aires, one guerrilla 
was killed and a policeman wounded, 
police sources said. 


In San Juan, 785 miles northwest of 


Buenos Aires, leftist guerrillas killed 
'federal police inspector Ernesto Pa- 
lette when they attacked his car with 
machineguns and set it on fire, police 
said. 


The attacks appeared to be an at- 


tempt to heighten tension built up by 
days of open discussion of a military 
coup.

Troop movements were reported 


throughout the country but Argentines 
went about their business as usual, 
reading newspapers which announced 
the imminent coup.

Leftists in Beirut 
battle to control 
seaside sector 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Rebel 


Moslem troops, counterattacking be- 
hind tanks and artilley barrages, re- 
captured the Holiday Inn Tuesday and 
attacked the Milton in a bid to drive 
the last Christian soldiers from the 
seaside hotel area. 


Moslem leftists marshaled troops 


and armor at the presidential palace 
and warned citizens to seek shelter in 
their basements from the spreading 
conflict. 


In a fierce counterattack, the rebel 


leftists recaptured the burned out 
Holiday Inn hotel and drove on the 
Hilton, last stronghold of the right- 
wing Christian Phalangists along the 
capital's luxury seaside hotel district. 


The leftists fought to secure com- 


plete control of the western Beirut 
seaside sector. 


At least 150 persons were killed and 


325 wounded in 24 hours of fighting in 
Lebanon's 11-month-old civil war. 


Phalangist gunners, firing 
from 


eastern Beirut, pounded the western 
coast with hundreds of rounds of artil- 


lery and mortar fire — aiming at the 
rebel-held television station near 
Hamra Street and at-the Holiday Inn 
a few blocks further north. 


Most rounds fell short into the high- 


rise business area where a number of 
embassies and foreign concerns, in- 
cluding UPI, are located. 


Clouds of black smoke puffed up 


from high-rise apartments, hotels and 
office buildings as the shells whistled 
in. Ambulance sirens and the horns of 
cars racing wounded to the American 
University of Beirut Hospital wailed 
through the streets. 


Leftist Jeeps with loudspeakers 


screeched through Beirut shouting in- 
structions to citizens to take refuge in 
their basements. 


Heavy fighting also raged along the - 


"confrontation lines" of eastern Bei- 
rut's Christian and Moslem suburbs 
and further east between the Chris- 
tian village of Kahhaleh and the Mos- 
lem village of Aley, where Socialist 
leader Kamal Jumblatt has massed 
forces for an expected assault on the 
Baabda presidential palace.

judge's approval for counterspy wiretapping. Basically, the bill 
would provide that bugging on foreign intelligence and national 
security matters could be carried out in the United States only if a 
specially appointed federal judge issued a warrant. 


Ford signs equal credit measure 


President Ford signed into law Tuesday a measure extending the 


Equal Credit Opportunity Act to prohibit discrimination on the 
basis of race, religion, national origin or age. The measure would 
amend a law that became effective last October prohibiting credit- 
ors from discriminating against applicants on the basis of sex or 
marital status. 


Kissinger denies bargaining from weakness 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger Tuesday denied he was forced 


to deal with foreign governments from a position of weakness be- 
cause of alleged decline of the United States and its foreign policy. 
"I do not believe the United States will be defeated or is in decline 
or must get the best deal it can," Kissinger said. Kissinger made 
the statement at a Dallas news conference capping an overnight 
visit., He declined to say what action the United States might take 
in ease of further Cuban activity in Africa.

Court asked: end, parent veto power 
Abortion Sights' for minors urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme Court was 


urged Tuesday not to give parents and husbands veto 
power over abortions. 


Lawyers -for pro-abortion groups in Massachusetts 


and Missouri said unwed minors as well as married 
women should be able to terminate pregnancies in ac- 
cordance with the Supreme Court's 1973 decision, which 
drastically curbed state regulation in this medical area. 


But Missouri Attorney General John C. Danforth de- 


fended his state's complex statute as supportive of mar- 
riage and' family life. 


Before an abortion can be performed, a married 


woman must give her own written consent and obtain 
the consent of her husband, while a girl under 18 must 
have one parent's consent. 


Although the Supreme Court's decision left abortions 


up to a woman and her doctor, in the first three months 
of pregnancy, Danforth said many times a doctor ac- 
tually does jot help make a decision but "shows up one 
morning a week" at a clinic and does eight abortions on 
total strangers.

Assistant Attorney General S. Stephen Rosenfeld of 


Massachusetts 
agreed, that minors have a con- 


stitutionally protected interest in privacy but argued 
' that the state may take into account their health and 
welfare interests.

ents for an unwed minor but she may resort to a court 
if she cannot obtain it. 


The justices heard three hours of arguments on the 


laws of the two states, which are not being enforced 
pending the court's decision whether the statutes pass 
legal muster. The cases will be decided by written opin- 
ion before the end of the term in June. . 


Attorney Frank Susman of St. Louis said Missouri has 


improperly pushed aside the rights opened to women — 
especially the poor and young — in 1973. 


Besides the consent provisions, he objected to the 


Missouri law's definition of "viability" — the stage at 
which a fetus may survive outside the mother. He said 
the law should presume that this stage does not occur 
before 24 weeks.

• Ruled 8 to 0 that a gambler's protection against 


self-incrimination is not violated when his income tax 
returns showing gambling proceeds are used against 
him in court. 


• Dismissed as premature one, of two appeals con-

Prospect Heights minister Paid 


Llndstrom is heading a committee at- 
tempting to retrieve 200 Vietnamese 
orphans from the Danish government. 


Ltndstrom, national chairman of the 


Remember the Pueblo Committee, 
said in a press conference Tuesday 
that the orphans are being used "as 
political pawns" and are being mis- 
treated under the Danish govern- 
ment's care. He said they "live under 
constant threat of being sent back to 
Communist Vietnam." 


The committee, which once at- 


tempted to gain release of crewmen 
of the USS Pueblo captured by North 
Koreans in 1968, is encouraging the U. 
S. government to grant the orphans 
political asylum and allow them to en- 
ter the country, Lindstrom said. 


LINDSTROM CHARGED the U. S. 


has refused asylum to the orphans, 
"not wishing to embarrass the Danish 
and Vietnamese governments." 


However, a U. S. State Dept. 


spokesman who spoke with United 
Press International Tuesday, said, 
"The U. S. has never been asked by 
the Danish government or the chil- 
dren for asylum. The Danish Prime 
minister has officially stated Den- 
mark would keep and educate the 
children . . . and there is no question 
of the children ever being returned to 
Vietnam." 


The state department spokesman 


also said U. S. embassy officials in 
Denmark have never said the U.S. 
vetoed a proposal to give the orphans 
political asylum. 


The Vietnamese orphans have been 


wards of the Danish state since they 
were airlifted to Denmark from Sai- 
gon a year ago, said Llndstrom, pas-

THE CHILDREN, WHO range in

dians and teachers in governmental 
welfare centers located on the island 
of Livo off the Danish coast, he said.

phans found temporary refuge. Lind- 
strom charged that the orphans have 
been "isolated from outsiders" and 
"beaten by Danish social workers.

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Discipline of Korean* martial art improves his life 


by DIANE MEQM1GAS 


To Mack Newton, discipline and 


Tae-Kwon-Do are one and the same — 
and America has too little of each. 


He wants to establish'a school (or 


Tae-Kwon-Do, the ancient .martial art 
of Korea, in the suburbs and coach a 
team that will compete internationally 
in "the gentlemanls art." 
' The problem is that few people have 


mastered the art df swift, skilled 
moves that are woven together with 
graceful, almost ballet-like steps. 


PUBLIC FASCINATION with Ka- 


rate has not spurred increased inter- 
est in Tae-Kwon-Do, although the two 
arts are very similar, he said. New- 
ton, 30, of Rolling Meadows, with a 
second degree blackbelt, is ranked 
among the top'five Tae-Kwon-Do ath- 
letes in the nation. 


He is beginning 'plans for a' school 


through a new class in Tae-Kwon-Do 
for the Mount Prospect Park District. 
The first class was scheduled to begin 
Monday, but it won't, by any' means, 
be the first 'teaching effort for New- 
ton. . 


By day, he is a territorial manager 


for Baxfer Laboratories. By night, for 
the past eight years, he has instructed 
the art 
in Chicago-area 
Karate 


schools and has continued his own 
training. 


The self-discipline and strength he 


has acquired through training has 
made him a better person, he said. 


"It teaches you values that everyone 
could apply to their lives." 


HIS STUDENTS enter the room 


barefoot, dressed in the loosely fitting 
"Do Bok" uniform of white cotton. 
They bow first to the American and 
Korean flags and then to the instruc- 
tor. -. 
• 


"Yes, sir," -they respond loudly to 


.Newton's military-like commands and 
forceful directions. A series of warm- 
up'exercises begin each session, fol- 
lowed by practice of Tae-Kwon-Do 
motions. 
> 


"This does not come easy for young 


people today, and maybe that is why 
the art has been slow to catch on 
here. Teen-agers 
are no longer 


brought up with the discipline and r£ 


spect that Tae-Kwon-Do demands," 
Newton said, "The new students al- 
ways ask why they must bow." 


In Tae-Kwon-Do the goal is to do 


your best in a confrontation based on 
confidence and skill, he said. 


IT IS BEST to avoid a con- 


frontation. If not, it is better to hurt 
someone than to injure him; better to 
injure than to maim; and better to 
maim than -to kill. But, it's better to 
kill than to be killed, Newton said. 


The Tae-Kwon-Do students may 


take close to three years to achieve a 
first degree blackbelt in the art. It is 
practice on a one-on-one • situation 
where the action falls short of striking 
hard enough to damage an opponent, 
he said.

Tae-Kwon-Do competition is the 


same and points are awarded to par- 
ticipants for accuracy, closeness and 
balance. Newton has fared well in 
such competitve events. He won the 
heavy-weight championship in 1973. 


"There is plenty of room to expand 


these competitive events all over the " 
world. But first, we need teams and 
we don't have any in the Chicago 
area. But, we will in five years if I 
have anything to do about it," he said. 


NEWTON WAS first introduced to 


the 1,300-year-qld art while serving in 
the U.S. Special Forces in Vietnam in 
1962. He became one of the projected 
one out of every 1,500 Tae^Kwon-Do 
students in America who'achieve a 
black belt. 


He's done that, and now he's got a 


new dream.

fare increase. 


Pikarsky said he will ask the RTA 


board to approve interim commuter 
rail grants of $300.000 a month for a 
three-month period for all Chicago 
commuter railroads involved in pur- 
chase of service negotiations. 


"These grants will demonstrate 


RTA's intention to continue negotiat- 
ing in good faith with the commuter 
railroads until agreements are suc- 
cessfully concluded," Pikarsky said. 


The grants are subject to RTA 


board approval, and only will be pay- 
able monthly from April 1 to June 30.

The official canvass of the paper 


ballots used in the disputed Supreme 
Court nomination battle between at- 
torney James Dooley and Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Joseph Power 
began Tuesday at City Hall.

He conceded 
election law requires that all ballots 
be tallied in the polling places where 
they are cast and be counted without [ 
recess.

.Foundation toward construction of a 
surgery-brain research pavilion at the 
University of Chicago; and $100,000 to- 
ward construction of new health sci- 
ence building at Northwestern Univer- 
sity Memorial Hospital. 


The Chicago Community Trust was 


established in 1915 and presently com- 
prises 150 family and individual chari- 
table funds with a market value sur- 
passing $90 million. The trust's fiscal 
1975 grants totaled approximately $4.8 
million.

Agency renewal bill 
needs state backing 


If you deal directly with our 


state or federal government, 
you're only too aware that a va- 
riety of agencies slows your 
progress at each step. 


How to prune this unseemly 


bureaucratic tangle so it helps, 
rather than obstructs, each of us 
has been a campaign issue. Now 
the State of Colorado and U.S. 
Sen. Edward Muskie, D-Maine, 
have come up with long-needed 
means for changing the system. 


Colorado is about to pass what 


has been called a "sunset" law. 
Every seven years the law 
would require all state regu- 
latory agencies to go out of busi- 
ness unless reinstated by the 
legislature. 


Muskie has proposed a similar 


plan. However, he scales down 
the t i m e t a b l e for federal 
agencies to four years. 


The hoped-for effect of each of 


these plans would be to kill the 
agencies whose functions merely 
produce red tape and do little to 
protect American citizens from 
abuses or dangers. At least the 
agencies would have to convince 
the legislature of their contin- 
uing justification. 


Both plans have gained liberal 


and conservative support. That, 
isn't surprising, for excessive 
government regulation is obnox- 
ious to most Americans. 


We think our two gubernatorial 


candidates, Michael J. Howlett 
and James R. Thompson, should 
carefully consider these two pro- 
posals. They've called for gov- 
ernment reform in Illinois; per- 
haps each of them should firmly 
support such a specific review 
method.

For 
six months, Kevin spent 15 hours 
per day with the young gorillas. 


"It was'heartbreaking to leave 


them," said Kevin, who is 23. 
"They were like my own kids. 
Whenever I'd leave the cage, 
they'd start screaming. 


'"Until'last Christmas, I'd get 


into, the cage and play with 
them," said Kevin "Last time I 
was there, they still remembered 
me." 


The two males now are about 


100 pounds each and might grow 
five times that large. "When a 
500-pound gorilla slaps you on the 
back, he could kill you," said Ke- 
vin. But mostly, they are friendly 
animals. 


LAST SUMMER, Kevin re- 


searched common puffins, tiny 
seabirds who spend their lives on 
the Atlantic Ocean. 


The National Audubon Society 


transplanted the little birds from 
Newfoundland to an island off 
Maine in hopes they will return 


and make it their breeding center. 


A good breeding program is Ke- 


vin's greatest challenge at Lincoln 
Park Zoo. He's excited because 
the Australian Nene geese have 
produced three eggs. 


"That's what you strive for," 


said Kevin. "The rarer the bird, 
the more valuable is breeding in 
captivity." 


Breeding boxes are being sup- 


plied in many cages for, as Kevin 
puts it, "Anyone who wants to 
try" 


SPRING IS A GREAT time for 


bird curators. Many tropical birds 
will soon be transferred outside. 


That will enable Kevin and his 


staff to give the bird house a face- 
lifting. He looks in amazement at 
some displays which have birds 
thrown together in a "mish-mosh" 
fashion. 


And he harbors no love for the 


cold, impersonal tile cages in Lin- 
coln Park Zoo's bird house. He 
would replace them with natural 
settings. 


As Kevin sees it, a good bird 


curator should "make the birds 
feel at home."

U.S. Treasury gears up for the 
bill 


Two-fw-one. 
It's the Treasury Dept.'s way of al- 


lowing customers to .turn in two $1 
bills at the bank teller's window and 
get one bill in return, Starting April 
13, the 92 bill will be reissued as a 
Federal Reserve Note, Series 1976. 


The resurrection of a once-popular 


denomination to billed as a boon W the 
consumer and government alike. 


"The reissue of $2 bill can add a 


new convenience to our currency sys- 


tem and help in reducing the cost of 
government," said Treasury Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon. 


The government figures it will save 


some $4 million to $7 million a year in 
printing coats alone if the American 
public takes a shine to the new issue. 


THE CONSUMER will be the ulti- 


mate judge of the new bill's success. 
As pairs of $1 bills are replaced by 
the $2 bills, the change will be reflect- 
ed in member banks' orders for cur- 


rency from the Federal Reserve Bank 
in Chicago and other Fed institutions. 
t 


Nancy Goodman, a representative 


of the Federal Reserve' Bank of 
Chicago, said one reason why con- 
sumers will likely prefer the $2 bill is 
inflation. "As prices have gone up, 
bills of a somewhat larger denomina- 
tion have become more convenient to 
use," she said. 


"The $1 bill accounts for about 60 


per cent of the bills produced each 
year'," Mrs. Goodman said. "The goal 
is to replace about half the dollar bills 
in circulation." 


The new introduction of the $2 bill 


could even bring about* a change in 
spending patterns, said Carl Camp- 
wne, marketing director for the First 
Arlington National Bank, Arlington 
Heights. "People might leave a $2 tip' 
instead of a $1 tip," he said. 


CAMPIONE SAID the bank hasn't 


decjded how many of. the new greeji-, 
backs it will have on hand for 'the 
April 13 introduction. "We will adapt 
to the public demand," he said 


Banks have a flexible system for 


turning in currency to the Fed in ex- 


ehange for new bills The currency is 
judged fit or unfit for circulation, said 
Fed's Mrs. Goodman. If they're unfit, 
they're burned in a furnace. She esti- 
mates the average life of a $1 bill is 
18 months. 


Some 225 million new $2 bills will be 


cranked out for public use by mid- 
April. The face plate features a por- 
trait of Thomas Jefferson, painted in 
the 1800's by Gilbert Stuart. It has the 
same features as the previous issue 
with a change to the designation of a 
Federal Reserve note. 


On the reverse side, a new design is 


based on John TrumbuITs painting, 
"The Signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence." Six figures on either 
side of the painting were dropped for 
aesthetic reasons. The originall ver- 
sion hangs in the Trumbull Gallery at 
Yale University. 


THE $2 BILLS will be issued by 


"the Fed. When the public gets reac- 
quainted with the currency, - the gov- 
ernment can cut down on the printing 
of singles. 


Enthusisasm for the "mystique and' 


charm" of the $2 bill, as described by 


the Treasury Dept, is not universal 
Some banks and retailers voiced con- 
cern about potential teller confusion, 
change-making errors and the need 
for retraining personnel 


"However, they have all indicated 


they could easily accommodate a new 
$2 note given sufficient lead tune,"^ 
the Treasury Dept said last Novem- 
ber* 


And there has been talk about the 


coming of the $2 bill as the first step 
in a major reshuffling of currency de- 
nominations. One Treasury Dept offi- 
cial speculated that the bills might 
look good in a shade something more 
colorful than the standard gray-green 


"WHAT IS ACTUALLY going on is 


that the $2 bill is being reissued. 
There are no plans whatsoever to 
change the mix of currencies," said 
Clarence Selin, a senior project offi- 
cer in the Treasury's enforcement, op-

The $2 bill has been circulated in 


the U.S. for many years Described 


by the Fed, it's "as indigenous to our 
country as the wild turkey " The bill 
was dreamed up in 1776. Some 49,000 
"bills of credit for the defense of 
America" were issued by the Conti- 
nental Congress. 


The $2 denomination was recognized 


by Congress as a form of U S curren- 
cy during the Cml War. It has reap- 
peared as oversized U.S. notes, silver 
'certificates, Treasury notes national 
bank currency and Federal Reserve 
notes 


"The last printing of the $2 bill 


was the 1963-1963A series in 1965. The 
lack of public demand for the US 
note caused its decline by 1966. The 
Fed said limited circulation of the 
bills, rather than the claim that two is 
an unlucky number and other ex- 
planations, accounts for its unpopular- 
ity 


The new $2 bills slated for in- 


troduction on Jefferson's birthday will 
serve as a reminder of the Bicenten- 
nial. If Treasury Sec. Simon has his 
way, they will also serve a more prac- 
tical, permanent role in the currency 
system. 


Drugs, oil pace stocks price gains

that drove prices to their best gain in 
two weeks and put the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average within striking dis- 
tance of the 1,000 level.

putting it within range of its three- 
year high of 1,003 31 set on March 11. 
The gain was the best since the blue- 
chip average climbed 15.82 points on 
March 8.

Chrysler Corp. said Tuesday it will 


produce some 109,000 electronic "lean 
burn" 400 cubic inch V-8 engines dur- 
ing the 1978 model year. . 


Earl Meyer, assistant chief engi- 


neer for the auto maker's engine elec- 
trical engineering department, said 
the "lean burn" engine is an industry 
first. The system will permit certain 
1970 model cars to operate without ca- 
talytic converters and to use either 
leaded o» nonleaded gasoline. 


The lean bum system will be of- 


fered with or without a catalytic con- 
verter emission control system. in 
4977, depending on emissions stan- 


dards. It will be available initially on 
mid-size and full-size Chrysler, 
Plymouth and Dodge passenger cars 
equipped with 400-cubic-inch four bar- 
rel V-8 engines. 


MEYER SAID THE new system is 


called lean burn because the auto en- 
gine runs at 18 to 20 pounds of air to 
one pound of fuel instead of the con- 
ventional 16-to-one air and fuel ratio. 
The leaner ratios produce lower levels 
of carbon monoxide, hydrocarbons 
and oxides of nitrogen, and also im- 
prove fuel economy, he said. 


An under-the-hood spark control 


computer is the heart of the lean burn 


s y s t e m . Monitoring signals from 
throughout the engine, the small com- 
puter directs an electronic distributor 
when to fire the spark plugs. 


A failure detection assembly oper- 


ation is used in the computer produc- 
tion at Chrysler's Huntsville Elec- 
tronics Div. plant, Huntsville, Ala. A 
series of computerized tests and simu- 
lated environments up to 185 degrees 
Fahrenheit are included in the pro- 
duction tests. 


The division also produces a por- 


table diagnostic tool to allow Dodge 
and Chrysler-Plymouth dealers to test 
the computer system. 


SPARK CONTROL sub-assemblies receive- 10 com- 
ponents in a computerized Chrysler Corp. produc- 


tion system. The final assembly of the auto maker's 
lean burn system is at Huntsville, Ala.

Advertisers aid movie theater newsreel revival

NEW YORK (DPI) - The movie 


theater newsreel is coming back — 
this time under advertising sponsor- 
ship. 


Probably only a small percentage of 


today's moviegoers remember what a 
tremendous Impact the weekly news- 


reels had on the American public in 
pretelevision days. 


The last traditional American news- 


reel made to be sold to theaters was 
produced in 1967. There were five big 
ones, Pathe, Paramount, RKO, MGM 
and Twentieth Century-Fox. 


They showed football games, tennis 


matches, political speeches, riots, 
crime scenes, beauty pageants, dis- 
asters and scientific achievements. In 
some ways, they were better than 
much of today's television film cov- 
erage because they were not so hur- 
riedly assembled and could devote a 
little more footage to a subject. 


THEIR INFLUENCE on the Ameri- 


can scene hardly could be overstated. 
But they couldn't compete in an era 
when television was emptying the 
neighborhood theaters and presenting 
the latest news nightly. 


The first of the new newsreels is a 


monthly called "Theater Cavalcade,"

Reserves save wheat supply: poll 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Drought in 


the southern Great Plains probably 
has cut prospects for the 1976 winter 
wheat crop by about 250 million bush- 
els, but there is no reason for concern 
about adequate supplies, the National 
Assn. of Wheat Growers said Monday. 


The farmer group said in a news- 


letter that losses to the drought, pri- 
marily in Kansas, Texas and Oak- 
lahoma, will be offset by factors in- 
cluding a bigger reserve supply ac- 
cumulated from last year's record 
harvest 


NAWG officials said they belive that 


when this year's reduced crop is 
added to the bigger reserve it will 


produce a total supply of about 2.4 bil- 
lion bushels of winter and - spring 
wheat combined — about the same as 
the total supply resulting from last 
year's bigger crop and smaller re- 
serves. 


OFFICIALS SAID their forecast of 


drought losses was not a scientific 
survey. It was developed, they said, 
by polling wheat farmers at a meet- 
ing here last week for reports on their 
personal observations of wheat pros- 
pects and conditions in 12 major 
states.

M7 company nets contract 
for solar cell development 


The M7 International Co., Arlington 


Heights, recently was awarded an 
fM.OOO contract for solar cell devel- 
opment. 


The contract is one of five recently 


announced by the Federal Energy Re- 
search and Development Adminis- 
tration (ERDA) and the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory (JPL). The labora- 
tory is operated for the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration by 
the California Institute of Technology. 


The contracts call for delivery of 


groups, or arrays, of solar cells. The 


arrays will be used in a testing pro- 
gram that is part of the government 
effort to reduce the cost of photovol- 
taic power. The agency envisions po- 
tential use of the solar cells for resi- 
dential, commercial and industrial 
power. 


The program objective is to devel- 


op, by 1986, the capability for solar 
cell production at the rate of 500,000 
kilowatts per year and a market 
price'of less than 50 cents per watt. 
The current production, at an average 
price above $20 per watt, is estimated 
to be 100 kilowatts a year. 


below the "unusually good" 1975 crop 
and 73 million bushels below the aver- 
age of the past five years. 


NAWG officials said Kansas grow- 


ers predict their production will be 
cut by drought damage to about 251 
million bushes, a decline of about 30 
pec cent or 100 million bushels from 
1975.

No official agriculture Dept. esti- 


mate of the winter wheat crop has 
been- issued since December, when a 
survey indicated prospects for a 155 
million bushel decline from last year's 
record 1.691 billion bushel crop.

The Hollywood studios were forced 
to quit making one and two-reel come- 
dies and other shorts to sell to the- 
aters because the market dried up 
just as the market for the regularly

A snake takes time to digest food

HOW LONG DOES IT TAKE A 
SNAKE TO DIGEST FOOD? 


Most of us eat breakfast, lunch and 


dinner every day. Skipping a meal 
here and there certainly doesn't hurt 
us, but not eating for an entire day 
gives us great hunger pangs. And if 
we go two or three days without food, 
we are weak as kittens and pretty 
useless. Not so the snake, who can 
quite easily skip his meals for several 
weeks or even months. 


The snake is a fascinating animal in 


many ways, and perhaps the most 
amazing facet of this streamlined rep- 
tile is the way he eats. Although the 
nearly 3,000 kinds of snakes favor 
somewhat different kinds of prey .for 
dinner, each snake species swallows 
its food whole. Whether it's a lizard, a 
bird, a rabbit or another snake, the 
meal is almost always downed head- 
first, and the process can take half a 
day or more. 


A snake prefers to eat regularly and 


often, but a healthy one can go up to a 
year without eating. This ex- 
ceptionally long fast is possible be- 
cause the snake stores digested food

in the form of fat in its body. Also, tie 
sometimes hibernates throughout the 
winter. This means he goes into a 
deep sleep, and all of his bodily pro- 
cesses slow down tremendously. 


Some snakes estivate during the 


warmer months. Estivation is similar 
to hibernation, but it is not as long or ' 
as complete a state of dormancy as 
hibernation is. Both these processes 
conserve energy and reduce the need 
for food. 


After a snake eats, his strong stom- 


ach juices go to work. Since the prey 
is swallowed whole, digestion takes 
considerably longer than it does for us 
humans. While we begin the process 
of digestion by chewing our food and 
mixing in saliva before swallowing, 
the snake's tummy starts from 
scratch. 


The complete process may take 


many days, or even weeks, depending 
on the size and structure of what is 
eaten. What's more, snakes have a 
much slower rate of metabolism than 
we do. This means their bodies con- 
vert digested food into useful energy 
more slowly. 


We might be tempted.to think of the 


lowly snake as a handicapped crea- 
ture compared to most other animals. 
True, be hat no legs, no ears and no 


wings to help him in his everyday 
quest for food. But he is amazingly 
adapted'to thrive with the equipment 
he has. This includes elastic jaws that 
can stretch so wide he can swallow 
prey two or three times as thick as 
his head. And his sense of smell is so 
acute he often tracks prey with its use 
alone. 


Snakes come in all sizes, from tiny, 


wiggly midgets of five inches to the 
mammoth pythons of 30 -feet.. Al- 
though they are greatly feared, rela- 
tively few species are dangerous to 
man. Many perform a valuable ser- 
vice to man by eating pesky rodents 
that would otherwise destroy crops.

And it just so happens that a team from that town — the Eisen- 
hower Panthers — was one of the Elite Eight teams at Champaign 
last weekend; 


Decatur s loss is Buffalo Grove's gain. 
Capping" a season that saw this young man emerge as. the North- 


west Suburbs' premier player, Brian Allsmiller has been selected 
as h&norary team captain of the Herald's 14th Annual All-Area 
Basketball team. Apparently, it couldn't have happened to a much 
-more deserving athlete. 


"He exemplifies the ideals of our basketball, program, both on 


and off the court," explained Bison head coach Paul Grady of his 
6-foot-8 junior pivotmah.

Rozelle kept clamps on 'jumpers' 


National Football League commissioner Pete Rozelle testified 


Tuesday that the rule named after him kept teams in non-glamor 
cities from being decimated by jumping players. The commissioner 
was testifying in a suit brought by former quarterback Joe Kapp in 
which the former California star claims to have been barred from 
playing for the NFL because he would not sign the standard players 
contract. 


Rozelle said the Option Compensation rule, also known as the 


Rozelle Rule, was adopted in 1963 to give payment to a club which 
lost a player who had played out his option and then signed with 
another team. Without it, Rozelle said, players could leave for a 
"glamor city, a city with good weather, a city with off-season 
endorsement opportunities or one with a wealthy owner." 


Narragansett horse toll hits 26 


At least 26 thoroughbred horses Tuesday were confirmed de- 


stroyed in a wind-fanned fire Monday night which gutted two large 
stables at Narragansett Park race track, in Rhode Island. A badly 
burned horse was destroyed Tuesday afternoon after it was found 
in grounds near the track. 


"Two horses succumbed (Tuesday morning) while receiving 


treatment and we may have a few more that will go to bed soon," 
track spokesman John McCarthy said. 


Workers combed piles of charred rubble, once the 30-foot-long 


buildings, searching for dead horses either trapped when the 
holocaust erupted, or panicked and returned to the burning build- 
ings In the confusion. 


"We had to turn them' (the,horses) loose and close the doors 


because they run right back in the stalls," a stable hand said. 
"That's their security. They don't know better. They're excited." 
The blaze came one day after East Providence fire marshal Robert 
D. Sauer termed the stable area "a fire hazard." The track planned 
to reopen its afternoon racing programs Wednesday.

for defeat, roared back to win eight straight games Tuesday night 
to up«et top-seeded Chris Evert 24, 6-2, 6-3, in the opening round 
$76,000 Virginia Slims of Boston tennis tournament...

What was NCAA regional 
doing in Pauley Pavilion? 


There is a maxim in sports and 


gambling which goes like this: Never 
play the other man's game. 


Simply put, this means if the other 


guy pulls a deck out of his pocket, 
don't play. If It's his table, don't 
shoot. If he owns the shell the pea is 
supposed to be under, don't bet. 


And. If it's MR dice, Ms golf course, 


or Ms Idea, beg off. Or bug off. Even 
If it's pitching pennies at a crack in 
the sidewalk, don't bet he doesn't 
have a magnet In there for Ms pen- 
nies. 


It was in acknowledgement of this 


time-honored tradition of the sporting 
chance that Gary Colson, a hitherto 
unsung basketball coach from a hith- 
erto anonymous university, set up the 
familiar howl of the burned rube 
when he found his little Pepperdine 
University team unaccountably in the 
round-of-16 of the NCAA basketball 
tournament — and found himself bet- 
ting into a pat hand, the old shell 
game, the rigged wheel. He was play- 
ing the other man's game. 


The NCAA in its wisdon had sched- 


uled the regional playoffs in Pauley 
Pavilion. And Gary Colson was sure 
he was going to get the ace of spades 
pulled out of his ear. It was like 
scheduling a fight with a bobcat in a 
dark closet, giving a lion the first 
bite. The • Christians had a better 
chance against the lions. 


The way Colson felt about it, the 


NCAA might Just as well have started 


, UCLA off as plus-15 before the tipoff. 


It's not that UCLA can't lose in Pau- 
ley Pavilion. After all, they lose a" 
game there every six years. Their 
record in Pauley reads like a Russian 
election: 11-0, In 1965-68. the first 
year, followed by successive years of 
17-0, 12-0, 13-1, 15-1, 15-0, 17-0, 16-0, 16- 
0, 17-1. The Bruins had won 98 
straight at Pauley before they lost to 
Oregon In the last game there this 
year, 65-45. Their only previous losses 
there had been 46-44 in 1969 and 87-86 
in 1970, both to USC. 


Perhaps the NCAA reasoned that 


UCLA was not a cinch to make the 
regionals. After all, they missed one 
as recently as i960. 


When you're a new boy in the game 


as Gary Colson was, you're supposed 
to shut up and deal. It's not even con- 
sidered good form to cut the cards. 


Colson instead yelled for the cops. 


He wasn't about to see his life savings 
thrown away on a marked deck. He 
didn't see any reason why he should 
be giving strokes to Sam Snead or 
Jack Nicklaus. He figured it was like 
giving weight to Secretariat, diving 
into shark-infested waters with a nose 
bleed. 


The home-court advantage has been 


a fact of life ever since Napolean's 
retreat from Russia — or Hitter's, for 
that matter. It Is an amalgam of lo- 
cak knowledge ("UCLA knows every 
bump in that floor"), hostility of the 
natives ("We get 500 seats, Arizona 
gets 500 seats, Nevada Las Vegas gets 
500 seats — and UCLA gets 11,481") 
and the comfort of knowing the other 
guy is playing your game. 


For Colson, who has had to take 


UCLA recruitment leavings for eight 
years while operating out of a gym- 
less facility in the inner city, and has 
had to buck the living legend of John 
Wooden, it is the ultimate frustration. 
Wooden departed, Pepperdine moved 
to the glamorous (to recruits) envi- 
rons of Malibu's ocean-side campus, 
and Colson was finally able to put to- 
gether a championship team — only 
to find himself in the spider's parlor. 


Well, he could always adopt the cel- 


ebrated attitude of the fighter who 
fought IS tough rounds, got a de- 
tached retina, a cranial hemorrhage, 
17 stitches and a broken jaw — then 
went out to a waterfront saloon, 
where he bougHl champagne for the 
house, got rolled for his part of the 
purse, woke up in the gutter in the 
morning, and shrugged: "Oh well, 
easy come, easy go." 


'Let them play' stress 
Sting coaches in visit 
to Celtic Soccer Club 


Bill Foulkes, coach of the Chicago 


Sting and head coach of the North 
American Soccer League, Saturday 
became the first director of a major 
Chicago professional team to address 
local area youth coaches. 


Foulkes and Sting assistant Herb 


Teickert spoke last Saturday to a 
group of 60 Celtic Soccer Club mem- 
bers, and seven guests from Arlington 
Heights where a soccer program is 
starting this year. 


Foulkes encouraged the coaches of 


the younger players to lecture them 
directly as little as possible. 


"Give them a ball," he said. "And

Exploit the natu- 
ral magnetism of child and ball, ob- 
serve, watch for mistakes, and only 
then step in to correct them. But hold 
back your instructions so that each 
player can develop his own ball skills 
and fundamental moves. Too much 
coaching can restrict his natural evo- 
lution. Later on, when the older child 


has taught himself ball control and 
the basic moves, there will be time 
enough for tactics." 


Teichert and Foulkes both strongly 


urged that coaches attend as many 
clinics as possible. Because it is eas- 
ier for the young player to learn frqm 
demonstration than description, each 
coach should try to learn some of the 
basics for himself. The Sting will be 
running clinics during the summer 
months, one is planned for the North- 
west suburbs.

They're evolving a new concept of priest

(Third in a series) 


For Roman Catholics many traditions of the church are changing, 


not the least of these being the role of women. 


In 1963 Pope John wrote in his encyclical "Pacem in Terris" that 


women "are becoming more conscious of their human dignity" and 
that they "will not tolerate being treated as mere material in- 
struments." He seemed to affirm women's demands for "rights 
befitting a human person, in domestic and in public life." 


Increasingly since then liberal Catholic theologians have been 


arguing, as did Father John Pawlikowski in a Catholic magazine 
last year, that there are "no sound theological or biblical reasons" 
for excluding women from the priesthood. 


And despite continuing opposition from Pope Paul, this conviction 


continues to grow among Catholic laywomen and nuns. Last No- 
vember 1,200 of them, plus a sprinkling of priests and two bishops, 
met in Detroit to discuss and ultimately affirm women's ordination. 


Last month, some 100 women from Catholic parishes in the north- 


west suburbs met at St. James Church, Arlington Heights, to hear

Sister Anne Carr of the University of Chicago, who had been one of 
the key speakers at the Detroit conference. 


Sister Carr asked for a show of hands from those favoring ordina- 


tion of women, and an overwhelming majority of hands went up. 


SUE THEN REVIEWED for the local women some of the argu- 


ments she bad made in Detroit for ordination: that the Catholic 
hierarchy of priests, bishops, etc., was based on, the Roman civil 
service, not the Bible; and that the original concept of a church 
office was one of service, like the women commissioned by Christ 
to tell of His resurrection. 


Others at the Detroit meeting suggested that women have not 


only a right but an obligation to use their gifts for service, even if 
those services are currently restricted to priests. A bishop told the 
women priesthood is not a right but a calling, to which a former 
nun replied that it is then a matter between'God and any individual 
who believes he or she is called. 


But a strong theme at the Detroit meeting and among Catholic 


women locally is the idea that the whole concept of priesthood is 
evolving from a hierarchy to a people-oriented "priesthood of belie- 
vers." Some believe this evolution wilt pre-empt any necessity for a 
showdown over ordination of women. 
- 


"Women will take their place in the church, but not necessarily in 


the same ways that exist now, because the whole structured the 
priest's rote is changing," say* Helen Hlrt, a member of St. James. 


Miss Hlrt herself is a lay minister, commissioned to assist the 


priest in administering communion. This is a role that did not exist 
before Vatican n in 1983, but is now open to both men and women. 


"THE CHURCH WILL meet Us needs when they arise; as our 


culture changes, we change. There is already a breakdown of dis- 
tinction between priest and laity," she says. 


aw KetacMk, president of the Catholic Woman's dub at St. 


James, has the same idea of sharing the priest's work. She sees 


V 


women and men being ordained into particular commitments such 
as administering the sacraments or Christian education. Another 
member of St. James, Kathy Kasprowicz, added that "many wom- 
en might make good confessors, while some priests aren't. Or wom- 
en might be liturgists or prayer-writers." 


Dolores Spodin believes the next step for women is to become lay 


deacons, a position just short of priesthood and still open only to 
men. 


St. James women said they believe this step-by-step approach 


would be more readily acceptable to people than ordination of wom- 
en into traditional priesthood. They noted that some people in the 
parish found it difficult to adjust to women as lay ministers serving 
communion and would go only to the priest. 


"That's Christ up there," said one woman referring to the Eu- 


charist and explaining why she couldn't accept it from anyone but 
the priest. 


"BUT I REGARD yqu as Christ," countered another woman, 


referring to the ,New Testament admonition that all Christians are 
"little Christs." At least one Catholic theologian has said that if 
theological arguments against women as priests are carried to their 
logical conclusion, "it means women are not redeemed/' 


When all of the guilds of the St. James Woman's Club recently 


discussed $ paper on women's ordination and then voted on the 
issue, the majority were "definitely in favor of it," according to 
Mrs. Koleczek. 


Most seem to feel ordination of women should be based on need, 


and there is some disagreement as to how pressing the need is. 
Some point to underdeveloped countries where priests are scarce as 
the logical place for women to begin serving as ordained priests. 


But even in this country the number of priests is declining. A 


major reason for that is opposition to the requirement of celibacy, 
and Mrs. Kasprowicz believes that issue will have to be resolved 
before the ordination of women can be dealt with. 


As always with change, some persons hold back while others are 


in the vanguard. St. James, according to observers both within the 
parish and outside of it, is considered exceptionally progressive. 
Mrs. Spodin, who came here recently from the East coast, said she 
was "amazed at how much women are doing here — acting as 
lectors, distributors of communion — other archdioceses are not 
doing any of this." 


OTHER WOMEN active in St. James said that Cardinal Cody of 


the Chicago Archdiocese frequently advises against the participa- 
tion of women in the church, and told one woman who reads liturgy 
at St. James that she couldn't do it for mass at an inter-parish 
meeting. 


Said one woman of St. James' activities: "You just use common 


sense instead of calling downtown to ask if it's ok." 


Because of its reputation, members say,, St. James has attracted 


a number 'of persons from other more conservative parishes who 
are interested in what is being done here. On the other hand, some 
persons in the parish who don't like the liberal spirit are reported 
to be quietly attending conservative Catholic churches in neighbor- 
ing communities.

Some of the St. James women believe that the traditional, large 


Catholic parish ought to be broken down into smaller groups so that 
there could be more gradations of worship from traditional to con- 
temporary to suit people's preferences. This concept has been tried 
experimentally in some parts of the country.' 


Where does all of this leave the Catholic women's religious orders 


-the nuns? 


ACCORDING TO Sister Pat Diver of St. James, the religious 


orders of sisters have undergone a radical renewal of structure 
since Vatican II — something the priests have not done. SI

Women and 
children first

Handicapped child 
has legal rights 


Dear Mrs. Martoccio, 


I have a daughter who was blinded 


at birth and has cerebral palsy. She 
was born premature (retro-lentil- 
fibro-plasia) and was only 2 pounds 12 
ounces. 


Several months ago there was a sto- 


ry in the paper of a girl 22 who sued 
and won a malpractice suit. Since 
then I've been told there were several 
other similar cases, all successful. Is 
there any way I could get more infor- 
mation on this and what (my daugh- 
ter's) legal rights are? What does 
"set a precedent" mean? She will be 
21 in August and I don't know what's 
in store for her as the state says 
that's when their responsibility ends. 
She goes to a sheltered workshop. I'm 
42 and the mother of five and she's 
pretty dependent on me. Her real fa- 
ther left me 19 years ago and I've 
since remarried. I never received sup- 
port from him. What will happen to 
her should something happen to me? 
—F. Arcuri, Hoffman Estates. 
Dear Mrs. Arcuri, 


You have several recourses and I 


am suggesting that you act on the 
first one immediately if you wish or 
need financial aid for your daughter. 


• When a man divorces his wife, he 


does not automatically "divorce" his 
children. In Illinois, a parent must 
support a child who is handicapped or 
incapacitated in such a way that the 
child is'unable to fend for itself. This 
goes beyond "legal age" and your ex- 
husband is responsible for the care of 
this child as long as she lives. 


Since you know where the child's fa- 


ther is .and one of your children is in 
touch with him, I suggest you try to 
work out an arrangement with him 
that would eliminate the need for a 
law suit dr the services of a lawyer. 
(If he is not a responsible person, 


then you would have to obtain legal 
services and have a trust or some oth- 
er contract or agreement drawn up to 
bind him to his obligation ) 


• If that fails, you could file suit for 


child support asking for whatever he 
owed in the past or, at least, for pre- 
sent and future support. 


It doesn't matter that you did not 


previously ask or receive child sup- 
port. A parent can never dispense 
with the child's right to support. 


My next suggestion is that you seek 


every agency covering aid to the 
handicapped, particularly state and 
federal ones that provide for the 
blind. Also inquire at your local Social 
Security office about programs which 
might benefit your child. 


Meantime, since you do not wish to 


hire an attorney, you might write to 
the T.V. program which you said pro- 
duced a "special" covering a case 
similar to your daughter's and obtain 
the name of the lawyer who handled 
it. This will give you a definite lead 
and something to compare with her 
situation. 


• The expression "establishing a 


precedent" may best be explained as 
follows: If your daughter's situation is 
identical with that successful law suit 
you referred to, the decision of the 
former case may serve to guide a rul- 
ing for a case that she might file. 


Lawsuits and settlements often take 


many years. That's why I'm suggest- 
ing you go the other routes first. 
Please keep me informed.

Cirrhosis can range 


/ 


from mild to severe 


1 need your help. I have cirrhosis of the liver, and can't find out 


anything about It. I am 76 yean old, female and have never used 
alcohol In any form. The doctor said my liver h one-half larger 
than normal. While I wai hospitalized, they did a biopsy to examine 
the liver. I am 5-feet-4 and weigh 150 pounds and have had arth- 
ritis for 35 years. Does cirrhosis shorten one's life? Can it be ar- 
rested? Is any special diet helpful? What are the symptoms? Would 
taking Iron capsules over a period of three years cause cirrhosis? 
Should I take any special medicine for it? I only take Indocin for 
arthritis now. 


Cirrhosis refers to scarring of the liver. The scar tissue replaces 


normal liver cells. The liver may be enlarged depending on the 
type of cirrhosis and the stage it's in or it may actually be small 
and contracted. Individuals who drink lots of alcohol commonly 
develop liver disease leading to cirrhosis, but many people with 
cirrhosis, like you, have never touched a drop of alcohol. 


Cirrhosis of the liver can be caused by a variety of infections, 


possibly even viral hepatitis. It can also be caused by obstruction of 
the drainage of bile from the liver as seen with gall bladder dis- 
ease. It may also be associated with certain nutritional problems. 


The effect of cirrhosis depends on how much damage to liver 


function it causes. The liver has a wide safety range for its func- 
tions. Mild damage may not have any significant impact upon an 
individual's health. When symptoms do occur, they are more often 
related to fatigue or mild symptoms of indigestion. If the liver is 
badly damaged with lots of scarring that replaces too many liver 
cells, then serious changes can occur. These include serious inter- 
ference with metabolism of your food, changes in the blood proteins 
which may lead to accumulation of enormous amounts of fluid in 
the abdominal cavity, loss of appetite and even body wasting be- 
cause of the interference with metabolism and nutrition. 


A WELL-BALANCED, relatively high protein, high carbohydrate 


diet with plenty of vitamins is helpful in supporting patients with 
cirrhosis of .the liver. Of course a patient who reaches the stage of 
liver failure, as might occur in advanced cirrhosis, will require an 
entirely different, modified diet, but this is ill the hospital and I 
don't think you need to worry yourself about that. 


I doubt that taking iron had anything at all to do with your 


illness. There are few very rare diseases in which iron storage in 
the liver can cause this problem, but your liver biopsy and micro- 
scopic examination of it would have revealed this information. 


Your doctor hasn't given you any medicines probably because 


your condition isn't that serious and np important medicines other 
than vitamins, minerals and general nutritional support need be 
provided in mild cases. Your cirrhosis is probably unrelated to your 
arthritis or the medicines you have been taking for it.

Reagan upsets Ford in N.C. 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI)-Ronald Rea- 


gan upset President Ford Tuesday in. 
North Carolina for his first primary 
win, and Jimmy Carter crushed' — 
perhaps permanently — George Wall-/ 
ace's dream of the White House. 


R e a g a n , the 65-year old con- 


servative crusader, and Carter, the 
51-year old anti-establishment candi- 
date, both scored impressive wins 
with clear-cut majorities in the year's 
sixth primary and the South's second. • 


Ford's loss was the first by an in- 


cumbent president aince Harry Tru- 


man wad beaten in New Hampshire 
on March 11,1952. 


It was a critical victory for Reagan, 


who had lost to Ford in the first five 
primaries. The former California gov- 
ernor had:been under, extreme pres- 
sure to end his .quest for the 'Republi- 
can presidential nomination and unify 
the party behind Ford, 


And it was a blow?to Ford's dream 


of eliminating the Reagan challenge 
and rolling unimpeded to the GOP 
nomination in Kansas City in.August. 


Carter, the former Georgia gover- 


nor who has won five of the six pri- 


maries, became the first Democratic 
candidate to Toll up a majority. In St. 
Louis he said; the North Carolina win 
showed, the voters — not "the political 
big shots" — will decide the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 


Added to ealier wins in New Hamp- 


shire, Vermont, Florida' and Illinois, 
North Carolina promised to give Car- 
ter the momentum for major fights 
against Henry Jackson and Morris 
Udall in the northern industrial states. 


Ford's chief political adviser, Ro- 


gers C. B. Morton, said in Washing- 


ton, "I don't think we've been dealt a 
very serious blow." 


With 99 per cent of the precincts 


counted, the Republican race looked 
like this: 


Reagan: 100,968 — 52 per cent, 


Ford: 98,234 — 46 per cent. 


In the Democratic race,with 99 per- 


cent of the precincts, it was: 


Carter: 320,601 — 54 per cent, Wall- 


ace1 209,576 — 35 per cent. 


North Carolina left Reagan far be- 


hind Ford in delegates. Reagan was 
winning 28 of the 54 delegates, which

You see birds everywhere.

Birdwatchers also are full of 


questions about birds. Sometimes, 
for an especially important piece 
of information, bird people will 
call their local zoo. 


At the Lincoln Park Zoo in Chi- 


cago, that means they speak with 
Kevin Bell, a very dedicated 
young man who is the newly ap- 
pointed bird curator. 


KEVIN WALKED along the 


west pathway .outside his bird 
house recently. It was a fine day 
with high temperatures and rich 
blue skies. 


He passed near the American 


golden eagles and South American 
condors, who have been getting 
acquainted with Kevin for almost 
four weeks. 


"Little known facts will some- 


times baffle me," said Kevin, who 
is transplanted from the Bronx 
Zoo in New York City via some 
research with the National Audu- 
bon Society. 


"People will call and ask, 'How 


many feathers does an eagle 
h a v e ? ' " Kevin said. "Those 
things can really drive you up a/ 
wall." 


We walked along a bit further, 


past more condors and toward 
griffon vultures. Everyone knows 
that vultures are horrible creat- 
ures. If you must hate something, 
then hate a vulture. 


"I SUPPOSE that's because 


they're known as a dirty bird," 
said Kevin. "I don't really know. I 
don't hate vultures'." ' 


Kevin steered us toward the 


Rookery, a bird spot inside the 
Lincoln Park Zoo. It's a winding

Revisions may take effect May 1 
Panel amends seniors taxi hours 


A Des Plaines City Council com- 


mittee has amended recommenda- 
tions for limiting hours during which 
senior citizens can use city-subsidized 
taxi transportation.':' 


Aid. George Olen, 2nd, Tuesday said 


he will recommend the city council 
approve a plan calling for the taxis to 
operate from 8 a,m. to 10 p.m. 
throughout the week at a subsidized 
rate. The city council's special trans- 
portation committee, headed by Olen, 
had recommended limiting the pro- 
gram from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. to save 
the city 'money. Currently there are 
TO limits on hours. 


The revised program is expected to 


take effect about May 1. 


"WE RECEIVED quite a few'com- 


plaints from senior citizens asking 
that we extend the hours to 10 p.m.," 
•aid Olen. "This is so they can go to 


the movies, dinner and club meet- 
ings." 


Olen said senior citizens who com- 


plained about the proposed schedule 
do not object to limiting the hours in 
general. 


"We got a tremendous number of 


calls from people who were concerned 
particularly with those two hours (8 
p.m. to 10 p.m.)," said Olen. "We 
don't see any problems with that, and 
will recommend the council adopt the 
change." 


The city has been considering mea- 


sures to limit the expense of the taxi 
program which may cost the city as 
much as $40,000 in the coming fiscal 
year. The program began three years 
ago with a budget of $15,000 and has 
been increasing ever since. 


UNDER THE current program, 


residents 65 and older holding special 
transportation cards may take a taxi 


to any part of the city for only 50 
cents. The remaining fare is paid by 
the city which contracts with two taxi 
firms, Two-Tone Cab Co., and Martin 
Cab Co. About 2,200 senior citizens 
hold transportation cards. 


Under the new proposal, the 50-cent 


fare would remain in effect from 8 
a.m. to 10 p.m., and a $1 fare would 


be charged at all other times. The 
lower fare would remain in effect for 
emergency trips to hospitals. 


The committee also will recommend 


limiting the special fares to trips of 
l/8'mile or more. 


The proposals are expected to be re- 


viewed at Monday's city council meet- 
ing.

Superblock 
lot work to 
start soon 


Construction of a $1.2 million park- 


ing deck to serve the Superblock 
.downtown redevelopment project in 
Des Plaines will begin Monday, forc- 
ing the closing of half of the Ellin- , 
wood Street parking lot. 


Mayor Herbert H. Behrel Tuesday 


said half of the lot, between Lee and 
; 


Center streets, will be closed Monday 
so construction can begin on the 400- 
car deck on the site. 


The Ellinwood Street parking lot is 


bound by Lee Street on the west, 
Pearson Street on the east, Ellinwood 
Street on the north, and Chicago and 
North Western Ry. tracks on the 
south. It serves downtown shoppers. 


Behrel said the other half of the lot, 


between Pearson and Center streets, 
will remain open about a week longer, . 
until construction oh the deck* is in full * 
swing. Construction is expected to be 
< 


completed by March 1977. 


"WE ARE GOING to try to let the 


people use the lot as long as we can," 
Behrel said. "After the lot is closed, 
they will have to park in the Pearson 
Street lot." 


The parking lot is bounded on the 


west by Center Street, on the east by 
Pearson Street on the south by 
Prairie Street, and on the north by 
the alley south of EDinwood Street. 


The mauor said that during con- 


struction of the deck the city will have 
attendants at the Pearson Street lot to 
pass out time-stamped cards to motor- 
ists using the lot. The city will charge 
5 cents per half-hour for parking. 


Behrel said 33 businesses in the 


downtown area have agreed to pay 
for up to two hours of parking for cus- 
tomers who park in the lot. The par- 
ticipating businesses will stamp the 
customers' parking cards, allowing 
them to park free.

Es- 
tablish a 5-8 program or maintain sep- 
arate elementary (K-5, 3-5 or 4-5) and 
junior high programs and faculties in 
separate parts of the building, c) Con- 
sider reassigning children at North 
School to Windsor, Ridge or Olive, 
with perhaps the fifth graders in a ju- 
nior high building. The children 
should be within walking distance to 
the other schools, d) If junior high 
school attendance area boundary lines 
are altered, allow the children al- 


ready enrolled in the school to finish 
there.

Rescue bid for Viet imi/s in Denihark

Prospect Heights minister Paul 


Lindstrom is heading a committee at- 
tempting to retrieve 200 Vietnamese 
orphans from the Danish government. 


Lindstrom, national chairman of the 


Remember the Pueblo . Committee, 
said in a press conference Tuesday 
that the orphans are being used "as 
political pawns" and are being mis- 
treated under the Danish govern- 
ment's care. He said they "live under 
constant threat of being sent back to 
Communist Vietnam." 


The committee, which once at- 


tempted to gain release of crewmen 
of the USS Pueblo captured by North 
Koreans in 1968, is encouraging the U. 
S government to grant the orphans 
political asylum and allow them to en- 
ter the country, Lindstrom said. 


LINDSTROM CHARGED the U. S. 


has refused asylum to the orphans, 
"not wishing to embarrass the Danish 
and Vietnamese governments." 


However, a U. S. State Dept. 


spokesman who spoke with United 
Press International Tuesday, said, 
"The U. S. has never been asked by 
the Danish government or the chil- 
dren for asylum. The Danish Prime 
minister has officially stated Den-

mark would keep and educate the 
children . . . and there is no question 
of the children ever being returned to 
Vietnam " 


The state department spokesman 


also said U S. embassy officials in 
Denmark have never said the U.S. 


vetoed a proposal to give the-orphans 
political asylum. 


The Vietnamese orphans have been 


wards-of the Danish state since they 
were airlifted to Denmark from Sai-' 
gon a year ago, said Lindstrom, pas? 
• tor of the Christian Liberty Church, 
Prospect Heights.

THE CHILDREN, WHO range in 


age from 4 to 19, originally were-un- 
der the care of Danish journalist Hen- 
ning Becker, who has since been or- 
dered by the Danish government not 
to communicate with the children, 
Lindstrom said. 


Some of the orphans have staged 


demonstrations against their custo- 
dians and teachers in governmental 
welfare centers located on the island 
of Live off the Danish coast, he said. 


Several children were injured this 


weekend when Danish police raided a 
summer cottage where 30 escaping or- 
phans found temporary refuge. Lind- 
strom charged that the orphans have 
been "isolated from outsiders" and 
"beaten by Danish social workers. 


"The truth of the matterMs that the 


interest of the children has* been dis- 
regarded by the Danish government 
authorities," said Lindstrom. The

The number of persons who re- 


ceived public aid from Maine Town- 
ship in January continued to decline,

Dowd said the number of persons 
qualifying for public assistance num- 
bered 160 in January, down 7.5 per 
cent from 173 in December, and down 
61 4 per cent from the 415 recorded in 
January 1975 


The number of cases did not change 


from the 97 recorded in December, 


but declined 35 8 per cent from the 151 
in January 1975.

Dowd said the number of cases and 


persons who qualified for township aid 
reached its all-time peak during the 
first three months of 1975, but has 
been declining since. 


"The continuation of that decline in- 


dicates the continuing recovery of our 
economy, particularly as it affects the 
residents of Maine Township," he 
said "We are hopeful that the down- 
ward trend will continue to the benefit 
of Maine's taxpayers"

istry, which received letters from the 
children asking for help. 


ABOUT 80 PER CENT of the or- 


phans are natives of Montagnard, a 
mountainous regm of South Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia where people are 
still in guerilla warfare against the 
Communists, Lindstrom said. 


Lindstrom said he fears the orphans 


will be returned to Vietnam and used 
as "political hostages" to force an 
end to the continued fighting-.

Supt Edward Gilbert has been giv- 


en a new three-year contract by the 
High School Dist.

Any 
additional costs not covered by fares 
would, be split by Buffalo Grove and 
Arlington Heights, Bailey said.

rainfall. The sewage then backs into 
the homes, having no where else to 
go.

Rev. Lindstrom raps Danes

"People will call and ask, 'How 


many feathers does an eagle 
h a v e ? ' " Kevin said. "Those 
things can really drive you up a 
wall."

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Plan to close 
school meets 
opposition 


More than 50 parents from the Sun- 


set Park School area attended a pub- 
lic hearing Tuesday on the possible 
closing of the school, urging the Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 Board of Education 
to keep it open. 


The board held the hearing to get 


community reaction to the possibility 
of closing the school, 603 W. Lonnquist 
Blvd., Mount Prospect, for the 1977-78 
school year. The board voted at the 
March 1 meeting to keep the school 
open next year, but decided to vote on 
closing it for the following year at the 
April 5 meeting. 


The board is considering closing it 


because of the district's declining en- 
rollment and projected financial defi- 
cits during the next five years, 


RACHEL TOEPPEN, a parent at 


Sunset Park, said parents "have put 
our heart into this school with tan- 
gible results. We have been admon- 
ished not to be emotional.Mf -we we- 
ren't emotional we wouldn't have a 
good school. If Sunset Park is closed,- 
I believe this action would prove to be 
another mistake in the history of this 
school district." 


Ed Koziol, of the Sunset Park area, 


said he "moved out here because I 
was thinking of my children. It's a 
sad country when the almighty dollar 
jeopardizes my children's education." 


He said he also is opposed to closing 


Sunset Park because many students 
would have to be bused to Westbrook 
and Lions Park schools where the stu- 
dents would be transfered. 


Dr. Frank Sconza, Sunset Park par-

A Laotian family is scheduled in April to arrive and locate in our 


area, sponsored by seven local churches. Mount Prospect's Grace 
Lutheran Church and Prospects Heights' Lutheran Church of The 
Good Shepherd have joined forces with five other churches in Ar- 
lington Heights and Palatine to welcome and provide for the new- 
comers. 


The group of eight from Laos includes a young family of five — 


parents in their early 20s with two babies and a toddler, all boys. 
Also, three teen-age relatives of the family will come to Mount 
Prospect. 


The Laotians are expected to arrive any day. They are currently 


in a refugee camp in Thailand. 


Upon arrival, the family of five will live together as temporary 


guests of a local family, and the teen-agers will be housed at two 
other area homes. The young people will attend Prospect and Ar- 
lington High Schools. 


The sponsoring churches are seeking assistance with employment 


and housing. The Laotian father is an aircraft mechanic and will be 
in need of a job. A home, instead of an apartment, is being sought 
for shelter because of the size of the family. 


Anyone who is interested in the project or who would like to offer 


assistance is encouraged to call Ann Westby, 253-6702, who is 
coordinating the efforts of the churches. 


This will be the second group of refugee Laotians in the area. St. 


Peter Lutheran Church in Arlington Heights already has assumed 
total sponsorship of such a family. 


The new people are arriving through the Lutheran Immigration 


Refugee Service, although two of the sponsoring churches are not 
Lutheran — Church of the Incarnation United Methodist and The 
Christian Church, both of Arlington Heights. The other cooperating 
Lutheran churches are Faith and Our Savior's churches, both of 
Arlington Heights, and Bethel Church of Palatine.

Rev. Lindstrom raps Danes

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He wants to save Viet orphans

Lindstrom is heading a committee at- 
tempting to retrieve 200 Vietnamese 
orphans from the Danish government. 


Lindstrom, national chairman of the 


Remember the Pueblo Committee, 
said in a press conference Tuesday 
that the orphans are being used "as 
political pawns" and are being mis- 
treated' under the Danish govern- 
ment's care. He said they "live under 
constant threat of being sent back to 
Communist Vietnam." 


The committee, which once at- 


tempted to gain release of crewmen 
of the USS Pueblo captured by North 
Koreans in 1968, is encouraging the U. 
S. government to grant the orphans 
political asylum and allow them to en- 
ter the country, Lindstrom said. 


LINDSTROM CHARGED the U. S. 


has refused asylum to the orphans, 
"not wishing to embarrass the Danish 
and Vietnamese-governments." 


'However, a U. S. State Dept. 
spokesman who spoke with United 
Press International Tuesday, said, 
"The U. S. has never been asked by

The state department spokesman 


also said U. S. embassy officials in 
Denmark have never said the US. 
vetoed a proposal to give the orphans 
political asylum. 


The Vietnamese orphans have been 


wards of the Danish state since they 
were airlifted to Denmark from Sai- 
gon a year ago, said Lindstrom, pas- 
tor of the Christian Liberty Church, 
Prospect Heights. 
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THE CHILDREN, WHO range in 


age from 4 to 19, originally were un- 
der the care of Danish journalist Hen- 
ning Becker, who has since been or- 
tjered by the Danish government not 
to communicate with the children. 
Lindstrom said. 


Some of the orphans have staged 


demonstrations against their custo- 
dians and teachers in governmental 
welfare centers located on the island 
of Livo off the Danish coast, he said. 


Several children were injured this 


weekend when Danish police raided a 
summer cottage where 30 escaping or- 
phans found temporary refuge. Lind- 
strom charged that the orphans have 
been "isolated from outsiders" and 
"beaten by Danish social workers. 


"The truth of the matter is that the 


interest of the children has been dis- 
regarded by the Danish government 
authorities," 
said Lindstrom. The 


Danish Consulate in Chicago and the 
Danish Embassy in Washington, D. C. 
have "distorted facts concerning the 
orphans. 


"THE CHILDREN ARE trying to 


being their plight to the public's atten- 
tion," he said. 


The Remember the Pueblo Com- 


mittee "has the financial means and 
willingness to bring all 200 orphans to 
the U. S" Lindstrom said. "There 
would be no problem finding families 


in Prospect Heights and this area to 
adopt the children." 


The committee cannot, however, 


airlift the children to the U. S. until 
the U. S. State Dept. agrees to give 
them asylum. 


"Denmark is trying to normalize its 


relations with Vietnam, as is the 
United States No one wants to rock 
the boat," Lindstrom said. 


"We have made overtures to mem- 


bers of Congress who will work on our 
behalf to get asylum for the orphans. 
We don't know how long it will take," 
he said. 


Lindstrom first learned of the or- 


phans' situation three weeks ago from 
a contact in the Danish Foreign Min- 
istry, which received letters from the 
children asking for help. 


ABOUT 80 PER CENT of the or- 


phans are natives of Montagnard, a 
mountainous regin of South Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia where people are 
still in guerilla warfare against the 
Communists, Lindstrom said. 


Lindstrom said he fears the orphans 


will be returned to Vietnam and used 
as "political hostages" to force an 
end to the continued fighting. 
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
